A hothouse^dant, grown in excessive 
warmth arni humidity; is fragile and 
delicate, full of sap and lacking in 
fiber. 
Yet, if the temperature, hu­ 
midity, and air movements are con­ 
stantly varied without marked 
ex­ 
tremes, a much more hardy and virile 
plant can be raised, even in a hot­ 
house. 
In the September issue of 
Hyj .‘ia, Dr. Robert F. Jones of the 
United States Navy gives some sound 
advice on ventilation. 
He says that 
the evil effects of bad air are not 
always apparent, but recent investiga­ 
tions lead us to believe that had air 
has a marked effect on the body in 
its resistance to disease, particularly 
the common cold. Heat and moisture 
are probably responsible fTTr the harm­ 
ful effects rather than the chemical 
constituents. 
The oppressive feeling, 
the drowsiness and other discomforts 
of a person in a warm, close room 
ar? the result of too little cooling 
power of the air and not of an increase J 
in the amount of carbon dioxide. Our 
aim in ventilation of houses would be 
to maintain the proper movement of j 
the air, the proper amount of mois- 1 
ture, and the proper temperature.
